Greene, Montgomery and Gatlin in hunt for World’s Fastest Man title

The men’s 100 meter dash features arguably the top com- 
petition at the 2004 Olympic Trials. 

The event features three of the sports premier athletes in 
Maurice Greene, Tim Montgomery and Justin Gatlin. 

With a wind at his back, Greene crossed the finish line at 
the Home Depot Track and Field International with a time of 
9.86 earlier this year. After running one of the fastest times of 
the year, Greene celebrated by flinging his shoes on the track 
and having hurdler Larry Wade run onto the track and douse 
the shoes with a fire extinguisher. 

Greene later said that his feet were burning. 

Greene will need his feet to stay hot all the way to Athens 
where he will be looking to win the 100 gold for the second 
time. 

In the 2000 Olympics in Sydney, Greene won the gold in 
the 100 and a gold in the 4x100 relay. 

After a couple of years that saw a decline in production, 
due to injuries that included breaking his leg in a motorcycle 
accident, Greene has looked good coming into the trials. 

With the top two American times in 2004, and the top two 
wind-aided times, including a May 31 9.78 that would have 
tied the current world record had it not been for the wind,

Greene is supremely confident that the Olympic gold will be 
around his neck. 

“I just have to go pick up a package that they said they 
can’t mail to me because of customs and all this stuff, so I’ll 
have to go over there and pick it up,” said Greene to the 
Sacramento Bee after the Payton Jordan US Open, “It’s a 
gold medal that has my name engraved on it. I’m just wait- 
ing on that time.” 

Greene has reason to be confident going into Athens. That 
is where he broke the world record in 1999 with a time of 
9.79. His rival Tim Montgomery has since broken that mark.

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Maurice Greene to capture the 
imagination of America again 
though. 

He will have to outrun his 
sub-par 2003 season and pos- 
sible suspensions and a 
BALCO investigation. 

He will also have to outrun 
allegations that his title of 
World’s Fastest Man is tainted 
due to possible doping. 

Montgomery’s first obsta- 
cle, Greene, will be a tough 
one to concur. While he does- 
n't need to beat Greene to make the Olympics, their rivalry is 
such that second place to Greene is a loss. 

Montgomery will also need to improve on last year’s per- 
formance where he finished the World Outdoor 
Championships in fifth place. This year, he has the fourth best 
time in the U.S. at 10.08, wind aided numbers not included. 
While that time may get him a spot on the Olympic team, he 
will surely need to do better in order to be a medal favorite for 
Athens.

Parker knew he had something as early 
as first grade when he first competed in 
the long jump and won.

boxes stacked five-feet high. 

“My Dad said I was going to break my 
neck,” Parker said. “I guess that was the 
first time he saw my jumping ability.” 

They both knew it when he was high 
school. When he recorded four intercep- 
tions in One quarter against Franklin High 
School — still a state record. 

“I thought I was going to the NFL,” 
Parker said. 

When he finished fifth at the state meet 
as a senior in the long jump he ended his 
day by tripping down the runway and tum- 
bling through the pit. At first check he 
thought he was OK and then he saw his 
thumb bent in separate directions. 

“On the X-ray it looked like a pencil 
snapped in half,’ Parker said. “I didn’t 
think I'd be going down the runway 
again.” 

Flash forward four years and Parker’s 
jumping ability has him led him to two

Sports gives people — all people, not 
just those in the U.S. — something to 
look forward to. They give us an 
escape. They provide a sanctuary from a 
sometimes difficult outside world. 

That is why the upcoming Olympics 
in Athens, Greece, like other Olympiads 
contested in times of war in the past, 
will take on an even greater importance 
as the world’s attention will be turned to 
a region of this planet currently in much 
turmoil and hostility. 

While most of the buildup will focus 
on ongoing conflicts in Afghanistan and 
Iraq, once the whistle is blown, the 
siren sounds and gun is fired, world pol- 
itics will take a back seat to the compe- 
tition on the field. People around the 
world including Afghanistan, Iraq and 
the United States will momentarily for- 
get about all that; focused on athletes 
donning their colors to compete against 
the best in the world representing their 
nation to the rest of the world. 

This phenomenon is best exemplified 
by the aforementioned Miracle on Ice, 
which took place at the XIII Winter 
Olympiad in Lake Placid, NY nearly 25 
years ago. The United States Hockey 
team, coached by Brooks, defeated the 
nearly unbeatable Soviet Union 4-3 


after.losing 10+3 just 13 days earlier in»

dominant eastern bloc Hockey teams 
and beat them on their way to the gold 
medal. Containment policy, the Berlin 
Wall and a different conflict in 


Afghanistan all added context to the 


match ups, but when the players began 
skating they captured the attention of 
everyone and ultimately provided a 
release. — 

On a few occasions, however, world 
politics have upstaged and stained the 
games. No one who was alive can for- 
get the horrifying images of Palestinian 
terrorists taking members of the Israeli 
team hostage and slaughtering them in 
the Olympic Village in Munich in 1976. 
Even then IOC Commissioner Avery 
Brundage decreed, “The games must go 
on,” underscoring the games as part of 
the healing process. 

In the mid-1980’s the games were 
marred by boycotts from eastern-bloc 
nations in response to political events of 
the times. | 

The Olympics are at their best how- 


_ ever, when all nations send their very 


best. When all other concerns are 
stripped away, and all we have to focus 
on is the competition. 

So, when the athletes arrive in 
Athens this September in pursuit of 
their Olympic dreams, they will carry 
with them millions of people around the

Though their overall medal count has 
been declining since Carl Lewis’ glory days 
in the late 1980s, United States Men’s Track 
and Field will look to field its most compet- 
itive team in recent memory for the 2004 
Olympics in Athens, Greece. 

Most recently in Sydney, the American 
men won six gold medals, their fewest in 
nearly a quarter century, and 13 overall 
medals, their fewest ever. 

However, US Men’s Track and Field 
returns five gold medalists from the 2000 
games in Sydney vying to get back and 
three Olympians from both 1996 and 2000 
including sprinter Maurice Greene, to com- 
plement a young and exciting squad of new- 
comers, led by distance runner Alan Webb. 

Hampered because of a looming investi- 
gation into steroid use, the U.S. men still 
look just as strong as ever posting the two 
fastest humans on earth and various US

record holders. 

Greene will be back to defend his gold 
medals in the 2000 Sydney Olympics in the 
100 meters and the 4x100 meter relay. 

Electrifying both because of his raw 
speed and side-splitting sense of humor, 
after winning the 100m at the Home Depot 
Invitational in May. 

No stranger to Athens, Greene set the 
world record in the 100m at a meet in June 
of 1999 with a time of 9.79 seconds, giving 
him the distinction of world’s fastest human 
going into the 2000 Olympiad where he did 
not disappoint. 

Greene won the US Olympic Trials in 
Sacramento and ran a time of 9.87s in 
Sydney and won the gold medal, his first. 
Greene tasted gold again days later, anchor- 
ing the US men’s 4x100m relay team to vic- 
tory. 

Even outside of Olympic competition, 
Greene is easily one of the US’ most domi- 
nant sprinters of the last decade. Greene

The story going into the U.S. Track and 
Field Trials may not be who is going to 
Athens, but who will be staying home. 

The U.S. has been racked by a doping 
scandal that has landed some high profile 
athletes in hot water. 


Kelli White became the first athlete sus- 
pended based on information from the 
BALCO case and accepted a two year ban 
from the sport. She tested positive for the 
stimulant modafinil after last year’s U.S. 
nationals and world championships. 

White won the 100 and 200 in both of 
those competitions, but has since been 
stripped of all her titles won over the last 
four years. 

The ban will keep her from cemcne in 
Athens, but she has said she plans to come- 
back after her ban is up. 

Another star that could be suspended 
because of the BALCO scandal is middle 
distance runner Regina Jacobs who will 
have a hearing in late June which will decide 
her Olympic fate. Jacobs is an 11-time U.S. 
1500 champion and would be looking to 
qualify for her fifth Olympic team. 

A two-year ban, like the one White 
received, would in essence end the career of 
Jacobs who would be 42 when her ban was 
up. 

She was set to compete in the 1500 for 
the Sydney Olympics, but was unable to run 
due to illness. | 

Jacobs tested positive for the designer 
steroid THG, but remains steadfast that she 
never knowingly took any banned sub- 
stance. 

America will now have to take a look at 
those who finished second to White and 
Jacobs to fill in where they left off. 

Torri Edwards finished second to White 
in both the 100 and 200 in last year’s U.S. 
nationals. Since White has been stripped of 
her titles, that means Edwards is now the 
U.S. champion in both events. Edwards also 
became the world champion in the 100 and 
silver medallist in the 200: 

Edwards is a threat to medal in both 
events in Athens. She is coming off a strong 
2003 season where she set personal bests in 
both the 100 and 200 and holds the third-best 
American time in the 100 this year. 

Another hopeful will be middle distance 
runner Suzy Favor Hamilton who has fin- 
ished runner-up to Jacobs eight times,

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Steroid investigation, 
security top concerns 


leading up to Athens

More than 4,000 years after olive wreaths 
were bestowed upon the winners of the first 
Olympics in a valley called Olympia, the 
Games return home to Greece this summer. 

Athletes representing almost 200 coun- 
tries will descend on Athens for 16 days 
beginning August 13 to compete in 296 dif- 
ferent events, totaling 888 medals to be hand- 
ed out. 

The United States will send 250 of its top 
amateur and pro athletes to Athens to defend 
their all-time Summer Olympic medal count 
lead which totals 2051, including 852 gold. 

America will be led once again by its track 
and field contingent, although mired in the 
ongoing investigation into the BALCO labo- 
ratories in the Bay Area, has amassed 688 

dotal medals in the modern era. 

At the heart of the controversy, so reports 
the Associated Press, are U.S. sprinters 
Marion Jones and her boyfriend, sprinter 
Tim Montgomery the world record holder in 
the 100 meter dash. 

According to the article, published April 
25, 2004, the owner/operator of the Bay Area 
Laboratory Co-Operative Victor Conte 
claims he provided the then-undetectable 


steroid THG in 2002, supposedly in 
exchange for endorsements from the athletes. 

As of press time, neither Montgomery nor 
Jones had tested positive nor been held out of 
competition by the United States Anti- 
Doping Agency, the office responsible for 
testing team USA athletes for steroids. 

Despite the controversy, the U.S. still 
looks to field a strong team in a category it 
usually dominates. Maurice Green will 
attempt to defend his 100 dash gold medal 
from the Sydney games in 2000 as well as 
his gold in the 4x100 relay. 

Security concerns are reportedly keeping 
many NBA stars away from Athens this sum- 
mer. So far veteran forward Karl Malone, 
2004 most valuable player Kevin Garnett and 
superstar guard Kobe Bryant have all 
declined their invitations to play. 

In fact, only two NBA players, the 
Philadelphia 76ers’ point guard Allen Iverson 
and the San Antonio Spurs’ power forward 
Tim Duncan, remain from the original squad 
of nine selected last year by Detroit Pistons’ 
and Team USA coach Larry Brown. 

The 2004 Olympic Games will air in 
America on NBC beginning August 13 and 
continue live through the closing ceremony 
August 29, totaling an estimated 1200 hours 
of coverage.

Drummond is looked up to by many on 
the US men’s track team as a leader and 
according to teammates is always willing 
to lend advice to fellow runners. 

“Jon Drummond made a name for him- 
self, and then took a back seat so his fellow 
teammates could skyrocket to the moon,” 
training partners Greene and Ato Bolden 
are quoted as saying on the Team USA’s 
Web site, usoc.org.

to a fourth place finish. 

One of the most accomplished athletes 
on the US team, Johnson holds the 
American record in the 110h with a time of 
12.92s which he set at the US trials and 
went on to win gold in Atlanta that year 
with a time of 12.95s. 

Johnson has won four world champi- 
onships in the 110h, coming in 1995, 1997, 
2001 and 2003. 

Mest recently as of press time, Johnson 
took first in the 110h at the Payton Jordan 
US Open in Palo Alto on May 31 with a 
time of 13.12s. 

Stepping into American track and field 
legend Michael Johnson’s Olympic shoes 
in the 400m in 2004 will be Alvin 
Harrison, who earned a silver medal in the 
400 finishing behind Johnson in Sydney. 

Already a two time Olympian, Harrison 
has won gold in the 4x400m relay both in 
Atlanta and Sydney and will look to three- 
peat this summer in Athens. In the Sydney 
performance, Harrison had the opportunity 
to race on the same relay team as his twin 
brother Calvin, also a 400m runner looking 
to book a ticket to Greece.

Agency if she is kept out of the Olympics without a positive 
drug test. 

Recently the agency sent out letters to four U.S track run- 


ners including Jones’ boyfriend and training partner 
Montgomery informing them that they may be suspended for 
‘the games, but Jones was not a recipient of a letter. 


Jones is a threat to medal in all five events again this year 
,baring injury or suspension. 

The familiar name of Gail Devers will also be headlining 
the field at this year’s trials. Devers is no stranger to Olympic 
gold having three times captured first in the Olympic Games, 
twice in the 100 and once in the 4x100 relay. 

Devers is considered to be the best sprinter-hurdler combo 
of all-time. 

She has competed in the 110 hurdles and the 100 sprint in 
past Olympic Games. 

Devers has been unable to capture a medal in the hur- 
dles thus far and will be looking to capture her first this 
year. Although never winning, Devers has come close to 
the feat in the past.

In his very first Olympic Trials in 
1996, he set a personal record in the 400m 
in each round he competed, posting times 
of 44.93, 44.66, 44.43 and 44.09 respec- 
tively on his way to a third place overall 
finish in the trials and a fourth place finish 
in the Atlanta Olympics. 

In his spare time Harrison owns and 
Operates an independent record label, 
Arrowhead Entertainment, which focuses 
on hit hip-hop and rock music. 

One of the most exciting young ath- 
letes on the team, 25 year-old Angelo 
Taylor will compete to defend his 400m 
hurdle gold medal from the Sydney 
Olympics and his first place overall in the 
2000 US Trials.in the same event.

Jim Ryun’s high school mile record with 
atime of 4:06.94. 

Since that day in 1999, Webb has 
amassed an impressive distance running 
career including setting prep records for 
the indoor mile, outdoor mile and outdoor 
1500. 

The odds-on favorite for the gold in the 
decathlon in Athens is none other than 
Tom Pappas, an American with Greek 
roots and according to his bio, a large 
Greek fan base. Pappas won the 2003 
World Outdoor championship in the 
decathlon with a score of 8750 and set a 
personal record in the event at the US 
Outdoor championships in 2003 with 
8784. 

Pappas also won the US Trials in the 
decathlon in 2000 only to finish fifth at the 
Sydney games.

Since the difficult defeat in Sydney, 
Capel rebounded to win the gold at the 
world championships in 2003 in the 200 
and ran the lead leg of 2003 world gold 
medal winning 4x100 relay team. 

Adam Nelson will put the shot again 
for the United States in 2004, hoping to 
improve upon his silver medal perform- 
ance in Sydney in 2000. 

Yet another athlete from Ga., Nelson 
won the 2000 US Trials on his final throw 
with a personal record of 72-7.

Originally a football player, Nelson 
was asked in the eighth grade to come out 
for the field team as a shot putter and ini- 
tially was not very successful. 

“I was the worst 8th-grade shot putter 
in our group, but I stuck with it, and it paid 
off,” said Nelson on usatf.org. 

The defending gold medallist in pole 
vault from Sydney in 2000, the United 
States’ Nick Hysong is back and will look 
to defend his title in Athens. 

Hysong became the first American to 
win gold in the pole vault in the Olympics 
since Bob Seagren in 1968. 

Finishing second in the US Trials in 
2000, Hysong vaulted a 19’4.25” a person- 
al record to win the gold medal. 

Joining Hysong will be Jeff Hartwig, 

the American record holder in the pole 
vault with a personal record height of 
19°9:25":
